Greetings! 

We acquired about 80 newps from Baltimore. Highlights include a 1795 LM-2 
half dime (R7) in NGC VF-30 from the Jules Reiver Collection, an 1820 
STATESOFAMERICA dime in PCGS AU-55, TWO 1822 dimes in VG (one PCGS 
and one NGC), a gorgeous proof 1881 quarter in PCGS PR-64 CAC (I don’t 
expect a coin this nice to last very long, so if you are interested in it, act 
quickly): 



Plus, a nice affordable 1873-CC quarter in NGC G-4: 


















Also, the rare 1857 quarter with the clash from the Flying Eagle cent in PCGS 
AU-50, a nice 1803 Large 3 Bust dollar in PCGS VF-30, and cleaned but 
acceptable 1856, 1857, and 1871-CC Seated dollars in PCGS cleaned holders.
